Claims 21-24 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of 
record does not teach a method of forming a thin film comprising the step of forming an 
AgPdTi alloy thin film using a sputtering target material, the AgPdTi alloy comprising Pd 
in an amount ranging from 0.1 to 1 .5 atomic %, Ti in an amount ranging from 0.1 to 2.9 
atomic %, and Cu in an amount ranging from 0.1 to 3.5 atomic %.
